fit. Petersburg. April 16— M. Hi pis- 
gufae, m inister of the Interior was as- 
uui* lnau*1 by a student while on bis 
way to attend a meeting of the com 
mlttee of ministers. 
He had just en­ 
tered the office of the Imperial council 
when the assassin, who had driven up 
in a carriage, approached and handed 
kirn a fold**d paper, saying he had hem 
charged to deliver ft by the Grand 
Duke Sergius. The m inister stretched 
otit his hand to take the document, 
when the' assassin fired; five shots at 
him. 
Three of the bullets struck M. 
Sipiagufne and one wounded hta serv­ 
ant. The assassin did not resist arrest. 
He said his name was Balsahanstt. 
that he was a student at Kteff, where 
he had been sentenced to compulsory 
m ilitary ¡service for participating in 
the Hots of l&bl 
He said h«* had 
subsequently been pardoned, hut he 
had not been reinstated at the univer­ 
sity and that he therefore revenged 
himself upon M. Rlpiagulne. 
The m inister was taken to the hos­ 
pital where he died in one hour. 
M. Slptagnina belonged to' a distin­ 
guished Russian fam ily. 
He was a re­ 
actionary In politics and incurred the 
enmity of the students by upholding 
the views of M. Pobiedonsteveff, the 
chief procurator of the holy synod and 
by supporting the most 'severe meas­ 
ures for the repression of all liberal 
tendencies.
